Gas  scam 
charged 

On  Tuesday,  an  indepen¬ 
dently  owned  Citgo  station

Assisted  suicide 

Will  charges  be  filed  soon?

Romulus  police  are  await¬ 
ing  word  from  the  Wayne 
County  Prosecutor’s  Office  to 
determine  whether  murder 
charges  will  be  filed  in  regards 
to  the  recent  death  of  a  frail 
Virginia  woman  in  a  Romulus 
hotel. 

The  woman’s  death  has 
been  ruled  an  assisted  suicide, 
Romulus  Detective  Lt.  David 
Early  announced  last  week. 

The  woman,  Helen  P.  Live- 
ngood,  59,  of  Richmond,  Va. 
was  found  dead  in  a  room  at 
the  Romulus  Hilton  Suites 
early  in  the  evening  of  March 
13. 

A  toxicological  study  re¬ 
vealed  that  Mrs.  Livengood 
died  from  an  injection  of 
multi-drugs  that  lead  to  drug 
intoxication,  Assistant  Wayne 
County  Medical  Examiner  Jay 
Scott  Somerset  reported. 

Police  sources  said  that 
since  this  is  Wayne  County’s 
first  such  assisted  suicide,  it 


appears  the  county  prosecu¬ 
tor’s  office  is  taking  a  little 
more  time  in  deciding  whether 
a  murder  charge  should  be 
filed  or  not. 

Early  said  Romulus  detec¬ 
tives  were  called  to  the  hotel 
after  a  cleaning  woman  found 
Mrs.  Livengood’s  body  in  a 
king-size  bed  about  9  o’clock 
that  night. 

Hotel  records  show  that  the 
Livengoods  arrived  at  the  ho¬ 
tel  about  noon  that  day  and 
that  her  husband,  Albert, 
checked  out  about  seven  and  a 
half  hours  later. 

While  there  was  no  sighting 
of  Dr.  Jack  Kevorkian  in  the 
hotel  area,  many  suspect  he 
may  have  been  involved  in  the 
visiting  woman’s  death,  be¬ 
cause  police  found  a  note  in 
the  hotel  room  urging  persons 
to  call  Kevorkian’s  well  known 
attorney,  Geoffrey  Fieger. 

Every  thing  the  Livengoods 
brought  into  the  hotel  appar¬ 
ently  was  removed  by  her  hus¬ 
band  and  others  in  their  party, 
even  the  wheelchair  she  ar¬ 
rived  in,  police  said. 


Fieger  later  told  the  press 
that  Mrs.  Livengood  was  suffer¬ 
ing  from  a  “crippling,  torturing 
arthritis.” 

As  of  last  Thursday,  Early 
said  none  of  his  detectives  had 
talked  to  the  victim’s  husband, 
who  returned  to  Virginia  the 
night  of  his  wife’s  death. 

Accounts  from  Virginia 
claim  that  Livengood  only  told 
family  friends  that  his  wife 
had  died,  not  mentioning 
Michigan  at  all. 

Fieger  nixed  police  re¬ 
quests  for  an  interview  of  Live¬ 
ngood,  saying  the  issue  was  a 
“private  matter...between  phy¬ 
sicians  and  patients.” 

One  reason  for  the  secrecy 
involving  this  death  and  sev¬ 
eral  other  similar  cases  in 
Michigan  in  the  last  few  weeks 
is  that  Kevorkian  faces  a  June 
10  trial  in  Ionia  County  for  as¬ 
sisting  in  the  death  of  Loretta 
Peabody  last  year. 

One  of  the  elements  in  his 
bail  in  that  case  is  that  he  not 
be  in  attendance  at  any  more 
assisted  suicides.

Horse  abusers 
put  on  probation, 
fined  $1,000  each

Two  convicted  Romulus 
horse  abusers  were  placed  on 
two  years  probation  and  fined 
$1,000  each  on  Monday  by 
Chief34th  District  Court  Judge 
Tina  Brooks  Green. 

The  pair,  Pamela  Sue  and 
Joseph  Haddad,  also  were  or¬ 
dered  to  make  $2,150  in  restitu¬ 
tion  payments  for  veterinarian 
costs  and  other  expenses  and 
w-ere  told  to  complete  30  days 
on  the  Romulus  work  program. 

Green  also  deferred  a  one- 
year  jail  term  for  the  husband 
and  wife  in  case  they  do  not 
fulfill  satisfactorily  any  por¬ 
tions  of  the  sentence.  She  or¬ 
dered  both  defendants  to 
continue  therapy,  particularly 
Mrs.  Haddad. 

The  judge  also  warned  the 
couple  they  can  not  own  any 
more  horses  or  other  husban¬ 
dry  style  animals  for  up  to  two 
years.  Green  said  the  Haddad’s 
premises  also  would  be  open 
to  random  inspections  by  ani¬ 
mal  control  officers  during  the 
next  two  years. 

No  decision  has  been 
reached  on  the  future  of  the 
five  seriously  underweight  Ar¬ 
abian  horses  that  are  currently 
being  cared  for  at  the  Zephyr 
Arabian  site  operated  by  Fred 
Hay  and  family. 

Reports  say  the  horses  are 
regaining  weight  and  have  had 
their  hoofs  cared  for  by  a  spe¬ 
cialist. 


It  is  widely  expected  that  at 
some  time  in  the  near  future 
that  the  horses  will  be  put  up 
for  auction. 

Mrs.  Haddad  complained 
about  being  assigned  to  the 
city’s  work  program,  since  she 
is  currently  employed.  Her 
husband  currently  does  not 
have  a  job. 

Green  cautioned  her  by  say¬ 
ing  “a  time  frame  for  complet¬ 
ing  the  work  program  can  be 
worked  out.  You  are  lucky  you 
are  before  me  rather  than  fac¬ 
ing  a  trial  in  Circuit  Court. 

“It  is  extremely  rare  that  the 
Wayne  County  Prosecutor’s  of¬ 
fice  dismisses  felony  charges 
as  it  did  in  your  case  in  return 
for  seven  guilty  pleas  on  mis¬ 
demeanor  charges,”  Green 
said. 

Such  an  action  took  place  in 
the  34th  District  Court  on 
March  12  as  Green  ordered 
that  a  p re-sentencing  report  be 
completed . 

Green  said  she  received  the 
probation  report  last  week  and 
seriously  studied  the  elements 
of  the  report  before  deciding 
on  the  sentencing,  since  the 
couple  had  little  cash  to  pay  a 
steep  fine. 

The  Haddads  were  arrested 
on  March  5,  Green  explained, 
after  detectives  and  animal 
control  officers  were  called  to 
their  15-acre  horse  farm  after 
fears  were  expressed  that  the 
couple  planned  to  bury  some 
of  their  ailing  horses  on  their 
farm.

Hearing  slated  on 
police  grant  funds

A  public  hearing  concern¬ 
ing  block  grant  funds  from  a 
U.S.  Department  of  Justice  al¬ 
location  of  about  $50,000  with  a 
matching  $5,000  in  city  funds  is 
slated  for  5:45  p.m.  April  14  in 
the  Romulus  City  Council 
Chambers. 

City  Clerk  Linda  Choate  in¬ 
formed  the  council  that  Police 
Chief  Charles  Kirby  is  request¬ 
ing  the  public  hearing  “for  the 
purpose  of  obtaining  com¬ 
ments  and  requests  from  per¬ 
sons,  groups,  departments  and 
organizations  interested  in  the 
application  and  allocation  of 
the  funds.” 

Kirby  had  earlier  informed 
Choate  that  the  police  depart¬ 
ment  had  “been  awarded  a 
Crime  Prevention  Police  Block 
Grant  and  one  public  hearing 


was  required  prior  to  the  ex¬ 
penditure  of  the  grand  funds.” 

Kirby  had  informed  Mayor 
William  Oakley  on  Feb.  4  that 
his  department  had  initially 
planned  to  use  the  funds  to 
hire  a  new  crime  prevention 
officer. 

But  once  it  was  learned  that 
the  grant  was  a  “one-time 
grant”  and  the  city  would  have 
to  pick  up  that  officer’s  salary 
following  that  period,  it  was 
recommended  that  the  expen¬ 
diture  plan  be  refocused. 

Some  possible  uses  of  the 
funds  include:  enhanced  light¬ 
ing  for  the  police  department’s 
rear  parking  lot,  repair  of  exis¬ 
ting  fence  and  installation  of 
an  electronic  gate,  landscap¬ 
ing  of  the  front  of  police  head¬ 
quarters  or  the  purchasing  of 
video  cameras  and/or  monitors 
for  both  indoor  and  external 
building  security.

The  Salvation  Army’s  mis¬ 
sion  has  not  changed  over  the 
past  century.

following  several  failed  at¬ 
tempts  to  locate  elsewhere  in 
Romulus. 

A  groundbreaking  was  con¬ 
ducted  on  a  blustery  day 
(March  29,  1995)  almost  two 
years  ago.  The  complex  was 
expected  to  be  finished  early 
in  1996,  but  numerous  con¬ 
struction  problems  delayed  its 
completion. 

Both  former  commander 
Senn  (now  a  major),  his  wife, 
Cecelia  and  current  ARC 
leaders  Majors  Brian  and  Kay 
Merritt  took  part  in  the  dedica¬ 
tion. 

Main  dedication  speaker 
Army  Commissioner  Harold  D. 
Hinson  oversees  24  such  ARC 
centers  in  middle  America. 

He  joked  that  when  he 
heard  that  the  Romulus  center 
needed  to  be  demolished  sev¬ 
eral  years  ago,  several  Salva¬ 
tion  Army  leaders  exclaimed 
there  were  22  other  centers 
across  the  midwest  that  were 
in  more  need  of  razing  than 
the  Goddard  road  facility. 

Hinson  declared  recycling 
has  been  a  major  project  of  the 


Salvation  Army  since  it  was 
founded  in  London,  England 
in  1865  by  Gen.  William  Booth, 
a  former  Methodist. 

But  we  have  found  it  more 
important  to  recycle  people 
than  paper,  Hinson  said,  and 
stresses  collections  of  converts 
more  than  aluminum  cans. 

In  addition  to  the  vital  task 
of  cleaning  up  substance 
abusers’  physical  lives,  Hinson 
emphasized,  the  Army  is  in¬ 
tent  on  strengthening  their 
Christ-based  spiritual  lives  or 
if  need  be  creating  such  a  spir¬ 
itual  life  if  the  person  had  not 
heard  of  Christ  before  enter¬ 
ing  the  ARC. 

“Yes  our  mission  has  not 
changed  in  over  a  century,  but 
our  programs  have  been  up¬ 
dated  more  than  our  service 
vehicles,”  Hinson  said. 

While  dedicating  the  new 
facility,  Hinson  explained, 
“even  these  buildings  are  not 
eternal.  We  will  not  be  judged 
by  the  size  or  beauty  of  these 
faciliites,  but  by  the  holy 
things  that  occur  here  in  com¬ 
ing  years.”

Paul  Rose  wants  to  go  to

Rose,  21,  has  remained  the 
state  of  Michigan  double  gold 
winner  since  1987  and  holds 
six  grand  champion  trophies 
to  his  credit  as  well  as  two  na¬ 
tional  medals  at  the  Minnesota 
event  in  1989  where  he  cap¬ 
tured  a  gold  and  again  in  1991, 
silver.

“I 
need  about  $1,000  for  the  plane 
fare  and  three-day  hotel  stay.” 

The  21-year-old  is  a  fourth 
degree  black  belt  student  and 
instructor  at  Kicks  Tae  Kwon 
Do  center  in  Wayne.  His  father 
and  mentor,  Ron  Rose,  is  cur¬ 
rently  a  seventh  degree  black 
belt,  just  two  degrees  shy  of 
the  highest  degree  you  can 
possess  in  the  field  of  martial 
arts,  ninth  degree. 

“My  father  has  always 
pushed  me  to  work  hard,”  said 
Rose,  “not  to  the  point  where  I 
was  burnt  out  though.

High-tech  facility  to 
locate  in  Van  Buren

The  Van  Buren  Township 
Board  of  Trustees  have  taken 
the  first  steps  in  bringing  a 
high-tech  facility  to  the  area. 

The  board  adopted  resolu¬ 
tions  to  establish  an  Industrial 
Development  District,  approve 
an  Industrial  Facilities  Tax 
Agreement,  and  request  an  In¬ 
dustrial  Facilities  Exemption 
Certificate  for  Olympic  Laser 
Processing  (OLP). 

This  “white-glove”  opera¬ 
tion,  will  be  a  first  of  its  kind  in 
the  world.  A  joint-venture  bet- 
vDeemTlhSd'Stgel1  and  OlympixT 
Steel,  OLP  will  be  welding 
steel  using  a  laser.  Once  the 
steel  is  welded,  it  will  be 
shipped  to  auto  makers  for 
stamping. 

The  company  has  promised 
to  create  between  50  and  60 
new,  high-paying  jobs  in  the 
area  by  the  end  of  the  century. 
If  things  fall  through,  their 
contract  stipulates  that  they 
must  reimburse  provisions  to 
the  township. 

Officials  from  the  company 
stressed  that  their  systems  will 
be  totally  self  contained  and 


environmentally  friendly.  As 
they  will  be  working  with 
highly-sensitive  steel,  every¬ 
thing  must  be  done  inside. 

Trucks  carrying  the  steel 
will  unload  inside  the  facility, 
and  the  steel  will  be  stored  in¬ 
side  until  it  is  ready  for  deliv¬ 
ery. 

The  board  OK’d  an  Indus¬ 
trial  Development  District  for 
a  28-acre  area  along  the  south 
side  of  Michigan  Avenue,  bet¬ 
ween  Beck  and  Denton  roads. 

“It’s  near  a  rail,  and  is  in 
synch  with  what  the  Planning 
Commission  has  planned  for 
that  location,”  Supervisor 
"Helen  F6ster  saicl:  KfO  Host  * 

While  homeowners  pay  30 
mills  on  land  and  buildings, 
industrial  companies  pay  48 
mills.  The  companies  also  pay 
48  mills  on  personal  property. 
By  granting  OLP,  a  tax  abate¬ 
ment,  the  township  is  allowing 
them  to  temporarily  pay  only 
48  mills. 

“We’re  excited  about  locat¬ 
ing  here,”  said  David  Wolford, 
chief  operating  officer  of 
Olympic  Steel.  “This  is  a  foot¬ 
print  of  what  we  want  to  do  in 
other  cities  throughout  the 
United  States.”

Dr.  John  Mecartney,  a  uni¬ 
versity  sociologist  and  long¬ 
time  opponent  of  casino  gam¬ 
bling,  also  stressed  that  De¬ 
troit  Police  Chief  Isaiah 
McKinnon  has  warned  on  sev¬ 
eral  occasions  that  more  De¬ 
troit  police  officers  will  be 
injured  trying  to  quell  family 
fights  brought  on  by  casino  re¬ 
lated  issues. 

Family  fights  are  one  of  the 
main  causes  of  police  injuries, 
Mecartney  said. 

Both  Almon  and  Mecartney 
predict  that  “women  will  vote 
strongly  against  casinos  in  the 
next  statewide  referendum, 
once  they  learn  the  facts  about 
increased  abuse  and  family 
disruptions.” 

Almon  also  cited  increased 
crime  in  large  cities  where  ca¬ 
sinos  are  opened  as  another 
reason  that  casinos  in  Michi¬ 
gan  should  be  outlawed.  He 


quoted  a  statement  by  Joseph 
Napolitan,  who  helped  bring 
casinos  to  Atlantic  City,  N.J. 

Napolitan,  a  political  con¬ 
sultant  in  Atlantic  City,  said 
helping  open  casinos  in  the 
Jersey  shore  town  was  “the 
worst  mistake  I  ever  made.” 

He  said  since  casinos

is  being  discussed  on  the  fed¬ 
eral  level  and  we’re  ready  to 
act,”  Bennett  explained.  “Sec¬ 
ondly,  while  we  wait  for  the 
feds,  the  Department  of  Envi¬ 
ronmental  Quality  (DEQ)  will 
review  other  states’  regulatory 
laws  regarding  waste  to  ensure 
they  are  on  a  par  or  higher 
standard  with  Michigan.  Only 
those  states  will  be  allowed  to 
import  trash  here.  All  others 
would  be  prohibited.” 

Currently,  10  states  and  Can¬ 
ada  import  waste  to  Michigan. 
Those  states  are  as  follows: 
Connecticut,  Georgia,  Illinois, 
Indiana,  Minnesota,  New  Jer¬ 
sey,  Ohio,  Texas,  Virginia  and 
Wisconsin. 

The  bill  is  now  referred  to 
the  House  of  Representatives 
for  consideration. 


The  state  Senate  voted 
unanimously  on  a  bill  that 
seeks  to  stop  the  dumping  of 
out-of-state  waste  in  Michigan, 
and  in  the  interim  would  allow 
Michigan  to  at  least  refuse  out- 
of-state  trash  that  does  not 
meet  Michigan’s  solid  waste 
management  standards. 

Senator  Loren  Bennett  (R- 
Canton  Township),  sponsor  of 
the  bill  and  chair  of  the  Senate 
Natural  Resources  and  Envi¬ 
ronmental  Affairs  Committee, 


said  he  is  “positively  thrilled” 
at  the  widespread  bipartisan 
support  with  which  his  bill 
was  received. 

“It  is  always  encouraging 
when  legislators  come  to¬ 
gether  in  a  unified  effort  for 
the  betterment  of  our  great 
state,”  Bennett  said.  “This 
bill’s  potential  to  ensure  our 
quality  of  life,  reduce  the  nu¬ 
mber  of  landfills  needed  over 
time,  and  protect  our  environ¬ 
ment  is  very  great.” 

Senate  Bill  4  contains  a  two- 
tiered  approach  to  reducing 
and  eliminating  out-of-state 
Waste  coming  across  Michi¬ 
gan’s  borders.  “First  and  fore¬ 
most,  the  bill  would  allow  us  to 
completely  refuse  any  trash 
from  out  of  state,  just  as  soon 
as  federal  policy  allows.  This

Economic  indicators  show 
positive  signs  for  1997,  accord¬ 
ing  to  Joseph  R.  Lynn,  of  FOA 
Investment. 

“Consumer  confidence  is  at 
a  seven-year  high.  Consumers 
are  in  good  shape  and  there 
will  be  modest  expansion,” 
Lynn  said. 

Lynn  told  the  Wayne  Cham¬ 
ber  of  Commerce  that  the  U.S. 
is  in  its  seventh  year  of  eco¬ 
nomic  expansion  --  the  longest 
peace  time  expansion  in  his¬ 
tory. 

For  the  remainder  of  the 
year,  Lynn  sees  continued 
growth  at  two  percent  or 
higher,  continued  low  unem¬ 
ployment  rates  at  five  to  six 
percent,  modest  inflation  at 
approximately  three  percent 


and  a  “so  so  auto  industry.” 

Lynn  warned  that  the  econ¬ 
omy  could  slow  due  to  high 
debt  levels  of  households.  Als, 
an  unwillingness  of  businesses 
to  deal  with  those  with  ques¬ 
tionable  credit  could  slow  the 
economy.  A  cutback  on  the 
buying  of  discretionary  goods 
could  slow  the  economy  he 
said,  but  consumer  entrench¬ 
ment  alone  won’t  cause  a  stop. 

On  the  positive  side,  Lynn 
said  housing  starts  are  strong 
and  the  re-  building  of  the 
flood  areas  will  cause  a  spurt 
in  the  buying  of  household  ap¬ 


pliances. 

He  noted  that  the  strong  dol¬ 
lar  is  affecting  some  sections 
of  the  economy,  like  the  auto 
industry. 

Prior  to  the  meeting  of  the 
Federal  Reserve  Board,  Lynn 
correctly  predicted  that  it 
would  boost  rates  slightly. 

“There  will  be  continued 
strong  employment,”  Lynn 
said.,  noting  that  unemploy¬ 
ment  figures  for  February  lis- 
ted  a  5.3  percent 
unemployment  rate  nation¬ 
wide.  “Signs  suggest  that  there 
will  be  continued,  modest  ex¬ 


pansion.” 

On  the  other  hand,  Lynn 
sees  some  signs  of  concern,  ,'| 
mainly  wage  inflation.  Wage 
hikes  are  now  outstripping  in¬ 
flation,  and  this  will  be  a  ma¬ 
jor  risk  in  1997,  he  said. 

In  the  auto  industry,  he  sees 
some  problems  with  the  high 
debt  level  of  consumers  and 
the  increase  in  foreign  compe¬ 
tition.  Also,  the  failure  of  two 
used  car  finance  companies  is 
a  concern,  he  said. 

Lynn  does  not  see  an  in-  * 
crease  in  car  sales  this  year 
over  last  year’s  15  million  do¬ 
mestic  units,  but  he  foresees 
that  the  Big  Three’s  dividends 
are  safe  this  year  and  next. 

“Wayne  is  a  Ford  town  and 
Ford  is  the  only  one  of  the  Big 
Three  with  expectations 
greater  from  1998  than  1997,” 
Lynn  said.

Wayne  voters  face  serious  choices 


When  Wayne  voters  cast  their  ballots  on 
April  8,  the  results  of  their  choices  will  have 
long-lasting  effects  on  the  city. 

The  building  of  a  new  police  station  and 
the  choice  between  renovating  the  current 
fire  hall  or  constructing  a  new  one  are  deci¬ 
sions  which  will  affect  not  only  the  present, 
but  future  generations  of  Wayne  residents 
and  business  owners. 

While  we  favor  municipal  improvements 
and  providing  up-to-date  facilities  to  police 
officers  and  firefighters,  we  wonder  if  the 
city  has  lost  sight  of  the  purpose  of  Down¬ 
town  Development  Authority  funds. 

The  business  district  is  in  critical  condi¬ 
tion  with  many  empty  stores  and  shopping 
opportunities,  other  than  thrift  shop  offer¬ 
ings,  are  dwindling.  A  large  banking  facility 
is  exiting  Wayne,  and  we  fear  that  the  exo¬ 
dus  is  not  over. 

Saving  downtown  should  be  a  top  priority 
with  the  Wayne  mayor  and  council.  Few 
townships  and  cities  can  boast  a  “down¬ 
town,”  and  Wayne  should  be  working  hard  to 
keep  its  downtown  viable.  It  will  not  over¬ 
shadow  or  even  compete  with  large  malls, 
but  there  is  a  definite  need  for  convenient 
shopping  and  professional  services  for  the 
residents  of  Wayne. 

We  differ  with  a  past  elected  official  who 
said  that  the  city  did  not  need  commercial 
development  because  “we  have  Ford.”  We 
see  a  need  for  balance  between  residential, 
industrial  and  commercial  growth  to  provide 
the  best  environment  for  future  growth,  and 
the  maximum  services  and  conveniences  for 
residents. 

The  passage  of  Proposal  A  would  provide 
1.5  mills  for  the  construction  of  a  new  police 
station  and  fund  additional  officers  for  the 
city.  We  believe  approval  of  this  proposal 
would  be  in  the  best  interest  of  the  residents 
and  businesses  of  Wayne.  A  larger  facility  is 
needed  to  accommodate  the  department’s 
needs  in  the  1990s  and  beyond,  and  addition¬ 
al  officers  are  needed  to  fill  the  ranks  to,  at 
least,  the  level  of  1976. 

We,  however,  have  some  reservations. 

The  present  location,  next  to  the  29th  Dis¬ 
trict  Court,  is  a  ideal  site  for  the  police  sta¬ 
tion  for  security  reasons  and  we  have  misgiv¬ 
ings  about  moving  police  headquarters  to  an- 

Hail  to 
the  chief 

Along  with  the  elected  officials 
and  residents  of  Sumpter  Town¬ 
ship,  I  was  sorry  to  hear  that  Police 
Chief  Clinton  Brown  will  be  retiring 
as  of  June  1. 

He  is  one  of  the  finest  police  officers  that  I  have 
had  contact  with  during  my  career  as  a  reporter/edi¬ 
tor,  and  I  admire  Brown  because  of  his  dedication, 
honesty,  work  ethic  and  straightforwardness. 

He  has  earned  the  respect  of  everyone  who 
knows  him,  especially  those  who  knew  him  at  the 
time  that  Sumpter  Township  was  going  through  a 
difficult  financial  period. 

Just  before  the  present  supervisor  was  elected, 
the  police  department  had  only  five  full-time  officers 
to  cover  the  36-square-mile  township.  The  budget 
was  tight  and  there  were  no  funds  to  hire  additional 
officers,  so  the  five  officers,  including  the  police 
chief,  put  forth  additional  effort  —  above  and  be¬ 
yond  the  call  of  duty  —  to  protect  the  citizens  of 
Sumpter  Township. 

It  was  at  this  time  that  I  became  acquainted  with 
Brown,  and  we  had  many  conversations  about  the 
lack  of  manpower  and  equipment  in  the  depart¬ 
ment  None  of  the  conversations  included  any  re¬ 
marks  from  the  police  chief  about  being  overworked 
or  underpaid.  Instead,  he  talked  about  continuing  to 
do  his  job  to  the  best  of  his  ability  and  hoping  that 
the  township’s  finances  would  improve  to  fund  more 
officers. 

Supervisor  Marvin  Banotai  remarked  after 
Brown’s  announcement  that  over  the  years  he  has 
had  to  awaken  the  police  chief  many  times  during 
the  night  for  emergencies.  I’m  sure  that  there  were 


other  location.  Obviously,  there  is  a  consider¬ 
able  savings  in  time  and  manpower  when 
suspects  are  brought  to  the  court  for  arraign¬ 
ments  or  hearings.  The  transportation  of 
prisoners  is  a  considerable  expense,  even 
from  one  point  in  the  city  to  another. 

Also,  the  proposal  has  been  promoted  as 
“not  raising  taxes.”  To  a  point,  this  is  true, 
but  when  the  1.5  mill  road  tax  expires  this 
year,  the  tax  rate  would  roll  back  1.5  mills.  If 
passed,  the  replacement  of  the  road  tax  by 
the  police  millage  will  hike  taxes  by  1.5  mills 
for  20  years. 

We  see  no  reason  to  amend  the  Retirement 
System  provision  proposed  in  Proposal  B. 
Changes  can  be  amended  by  a  vote  of  the 
people  or  through  the  collective  bargaining 
process,  and  that  process  can  continue  with¬ 
out  undue  hardship  on  the  city  or  its  employ¬ 
ees. 

As  for  the  fire  station  proposals,  we  be¬ 
lieve  Proposal  E  would  be  the  best  choice  for 
the  Fire  Department  and  the  people  of 
Wayne. 

First,  the  old  station  is  located  in  an  in¬ 
convenient  place  without  adequate  space  for 
the  maneuvering  of  large  fire  vehicles,  and, 
secondly,  the  inside  of  the  station  does  not 
have  sufficient  room  for  the  firefighters, 
their  equipment  and  their  offices.  We  do  not 
recommend  Proposal  D,  which  calls  for  reno¬ 
vation  of  the  present  building,  for  these  rea¬ 
sons. 

We  believe  that  the  city  can  find  a  more 
suitable  location  for  a  new  fire  station  than 
the  Wayne  Road-Clinton-Forest  proposed  in 
Proposal  C.  Apart  from  the  brouhaha  over 
the  preservation  of  the  Chamberlain  House, 
we  believe  that  it  would  be  better  if  a  less 
controversial  site  was  chosen  south  of  Michi¬ 
gan  Avenue.  As  opponents  of  Proposal  C  have 
pointed  out,  there  is  an  abundance  of  vacant 
land  available  in  Wayne  for  a  police  or  fire 
station  or  both. 

A  great  deal  of  resentment  remains  in  the 
city  over  the  past  “urban  removal”  projects 
that  gutted  Wayne  and  destroyed  many  of  its 
older  homes.  A  compromise  site  that  would 
allow  the  Chamberlain  House  to  remain 
would  benefit  all  parties  in  the  long  run,  we 
believe. 


countless  times  that  the  short-handed  department 
had  to  call  in  their  chief  when  emergencies  arose, 
and  at  each  call,  Brown  was  there  to  lend  his  aid. 

During  that  period,  I  saw  the  Sumpter  police 
chief  on  road  patrol  many  times,  stopping  vehicles  to 
issue  citations  and  patrolling  the  back  roads  of 
Sumpter  Township  —  not  the  usual  duties  per¬ 
formed  by  the  head  of  a  police  department 

In  addition  to  all  of  the  hard  work,  pressure  and 
stress  involved  in  heading  a  police  department  Clin¬ 
ton  Brown  also  faced  another  challenge  in  recent 
years.  He  was  forced  to  defend  his  department  and 
his  officers  against  ugly  and  unwarranted  charges. 

Even  though  an  outside  investigation  revealed 
that  the  charges  were  without  foundation,  the  police 
chief  spent  a  great  deal  of  time  documenting  the  day- 
to-day  performances  of  his  officers  and  staff  mem¬ 
bers  in  order  to  defend  them  against  the  false 
charges.  Using  the  time  that  would  have  been  better 
spent  performing  law  enforcement  duties,  according 
to  the  members  of  the  Township  Board  and  the  po¬ 
lice  chief. 

In  a  period  when  frivolous  litigation  is  common, 
and  charges  —  no  matter  how  preposterous  — 
against  police  departments  are  given  widespread 
publicity,  the  ordeal  that  Brown  endured  is  all  too 
common.  Compounding  the  ordeal  was  the  fact  that 
in  order  to  prevent  adding  more  fuel  to  the  fire, 
Brown  was  obliged  to  remain  silent 

The  timing  of  his  departure  is  indicative  of  the 
way  Clinton  Brown  performed  his  duties  since  he 
was  hired  in  the  early  1960s  and  became  police  chief 
in  1978. 

Brown  stayed  on  the  job  all  through  the  difficult 
days  —  the  lack  of  manpower,  the  meager  police 
budgets  and  the  unwarranted  charges,  Then,  when 
the  department  finally  is  in  good  condition,  he  steps 
down. 

It  will  not  be  easy  to  fill  Clinton  Brown’s  shoes.

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New  fire  hall 
needed 

To  the  editor: 

As  the  April  8,  1997  special 
election,  gets  near  the  voters 
of  Wayne,  need  to  move  the 
city  of  Wayne  forward.  Resi¬ 
dents  should  support  the 
building  of  a  new  fire  station. 
A  new  fire  station  will  add  a 
new,  good  looking  building  in 
our  town,  it  will  solve  the  prob¬ 
lem  of  the  small,  out  of  date, 
present  fire  station.  For  $2.9 
million  we  can  have  a  new 
building  to  be  proud  of  a 
building  that  will  last  for  fifty 
or  more  years,  a  state  of  the  art 
fire  station.  Rebuilding  the 
present  station  at  a  cost  of  $2.6 
million,  is  only  putting  a  plug 
in  the  leak,  this  will  not  fix  the 
problems  with  the  present  sta¬ 
tion.  It  would  be  a  waste  of  tax 
dollars,  as  in  a  short  time  span, 
the  building  would  need  atten¬ 
tion  and  money  again. 

For  the  residents  who  say 
the  present  station  was  in  the 
right  place  45  years  ago,  what’s 
wrong  with  that  location  today. 
Let’s  go  back  45  years,  the  pre¬ 
sent  station  which  was  built 
for  $110,000  and  was  not  built 
in  the  proper  place  in  1952. 

The  Fire  Department  in 
1952  was  the  Wayne  Nankin 
Fire  Department  serving  the 
village  of  Wayne  and  Nankin 
Twp.,  an  area  of  42  square 
miles.  The  present  station  was 
built  in  the  area  of  Wayne 
Nankin  where  most  of  the  popu¬ 
lation  lived  at  that  time.  There 
were  two  fire  stations  in 
Nankin  both  which  were 
manned  by  volunteer  firefigh¬ 
ters,  one  at  Dorsey  and  Grand 
Traverse  and  one  at  Ford  and 
Wayne  Road.  In  1952  the 
Wayne  Nankin  Fire  Depart¬ 
ment  responded  to  543  runs,, 
198  in  the  village  and  351  in 
Nankin  Township,  the  Village 
population  was  4223,  the  Fire 
Department  only  offered  two 
services  in  1952,  Fire  Suppres¬ 
sion  and  Fire  Prevention. 

In  1996  the  Wayne  Fire  De¬ 
partment  services  a  popula¬ 


tion  of  20,000  residents  and 
responded  to  1,911  runs  420 
fire’s  1491  medical  runs  and  of¬ 
fers  many  services  to  the  com¬ 
munity  in  1996.  The  city  of 
Westland  Fire  Department  re¬ 
sponded  to  7270  runs,  6059 
medical  runs  and  1211  fires  in 
1996  and  services  a  population 
of  about  92,000  residents,  a  big 
change  for  both  departments 
in  45  years. 

Do  the  right  thing,  vote  to 
support  a  new  fire  station.  Re¬ 
member  if  you  call  Wayne  Fire 
Department  they  will  be  at 
your  emergency  in  minutes, 
the  fire  fighters  will  be  there 
to  help  you.  Support  them,  al¬ 
low  them  to  live  in  a  nice  new 
building  the  25  to  30  years  they 
serve  you.

In  his  sophomore  year  as  a 
coach,  Steve  Anderson  got  his 
message  through  to  his  team. 

“Play  smarter,  not  harder,”  is 
the  motto  of  the  Plymouth  Canton 
volleyball  team.  “I  don’t  believe  in 
the  '  run  till  you  puke’  method  of 
coaching,”  Anderson  said.  “I  get 
through  to  them  mentally,  and  I 
don’t  punish  their  mistakes  physi¬ 
cally.  I  think,  if  they  make  a  mis¬ 
take,  it’s  more  beneficial  to  spend 
more  time  with  them  to  correct 
their  mistakes.  Every  kid  who 
leaves  this  program  should  be 
able  to  coach  a  freshman  team. 
They  know  the  skills,  including 
defense  and  offense,  they  need  to 
play  the  game.” 

Anderson  credits  this  mental 
approach  to  why  his  team  had  so 
many  great  accomplishments  this 
year 

The  Chiefs  finished  the  season 
with  a  35-10-2  record,  winning  the 
most  games  ever  in  Canton  histo¬ 
ry.  The  women  also  won  their  first 
division  championship  in  the 
Western  Lakes.  This  was  the  first 
title  in  18  years  for  Canton  volley¬ 
ball.  Anderson  reports  that  the 
team  broke  all  of  the  former 
records  for  volleyball  at  that 
school. 

“I’d  love  to  say  it  was  all  my 
coaching  that  was  responsible,” 
Anderson  said.  “Any  coach  who 
says  it  was  all  in  the  coaching  is 
not  coaching  for  the  team,  they’re 
coaching  for  themselves.  If  you 
don’t  have  the  horses,  you  can’t 
pull  the  cart  I  think  the  coach  can 
lead  them  in  the  right  direction, 
but  unless  you  have  the  kids,  it’s 
not  going  to  happen.” 

The  Chiefs,  whose  tallest  play¬ 
er  is  5’9,  finished  third  in  the 
league  behind  two  teams  who  had 
at  least  two  players  over  6’  tall. 
“They  had  to  play  a  superior  men¬ 
tal  game  to  win,”  Anderson  said. 
“And  that’s  what  they  did.” 

Although  this  is  just  his  second

year  as  Canton’s  coach,  Anderson 
has  been  the  assistant  coach  at 
Henry  Ford  Community  College 
for  five  years.  He  has  also  played 
in  the  Men’s  Open  AA  League  for 
eight  or  nine  years. 

Anderson  said  that  being  part 
of  the  league  taught  him  the  most 
about  the  sport,  but  being  an  as¬ 
sistant  coach  at  the  college  taught 
him  about  coaching  youth  sports. 

Anderson,  who  graduated  from 
Livonia  Stevenson,  lettered  in 
soccer  at  the  school.  “It’s  a  great 
sport  but  it’s  not  what  I  was  look¬ 
ing  for,”  he  said.  “I  enjoy  the  team 
aspect  of  the  game.  In  baseball,  if 
you’ve  got  a  hot  pitcher,  that’s  the 
star  of  the  game.  In  football,  a 
great  running  back  could  be  the 
star  of  the  game.  Volleyball  is 
unique.  You  must  have  more  than 
one  player  touch  the  ball  on  each 
play.  No  one  man  can  do  it  all. 

“Volleyball  is  much  more  tech¬ 
nical  than  it  looks  on  the  floor,”  he 
added.  “You  have  the  back  floor, 
the  mid-court,  substitutions.  It  be¬ 
comes  a  chess  game!  , when  you’re 
the  coach.  It’s  more  mental  than  a 
lot  of  other  sports  I’ve  coached.”

An  Ordinance  To  Amend  Various  Sections  of  the  Zoning  Ordinance  of  the  City  of  Ro- 
mulukCofcfeof  Ordinances  Appendix  A  by  Adding  Sections  to  Provide  for  the  Estab¬ 
lishment  in  the  City  of  Romulus  for  the  Regulation  of  the  Height,  Area,  Size,  and  Lo¬ 
cation  of  Wireless  Communication  Facilities  and  Services;  to  Provide  for  Adequate 
Light  and  Ventilation  for  Structures;  to  Provide  for  the  Administering  of  this  Ordi¬ 
nance;  arid  to  Provide  for  Compliance  with  State  and  Federal  Acts. 

THE  CITY  OF  ROMULUS  ORDAINS: 

Section  1.  Short  Title:  This  Ordinance  shall  be  known  and  cited  as  the 

Wireless  Communications  Ordinance. 

Sectioh  2.  Purpose  and  Intents: 

•  V  f 

It  is  the  general  purpose  and  intent  of  the  City  of  Romulus  to  car- 
iy  out  the  will  of  the  United  States  Congress  by  authorizing  com¬ 
munication  facilities  needed  to  operate  wireless  communication 
systems.  However,  it  is  the  further  puipose  and  intent  of  the  City 
of  Romulus  to  provide  for  such  authorization  in  a  manner  which 
will  retain  the  character,  property  values,  public  view,  and  aesthet¬ 
ic  quality  of  neighborhoods  and  the  community  at  large.  In  fash¬ 
ioning  and  administering  the  provisions  of  this  Ordinance,  it  is  the 
intent  to  balance  these  potentially  competing  interests. 

In  adopting  the  regulations  in  this  Ordinance,  and  in  recognition 
of  the  number  of  providers  who  have  been  authorized  to  provide 
wireless  communication  services  and  coverage,  it  is  the  intent  of 
the  City  of  Romulus  to  fully  exercise  the  authority  granted  by  law 
relative  to  the  placement,  construction  and  modification  of  wire¬ 
less  communication  facilities. 
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It  is  further  the  purpose  and  intent  of  this  Ordinance  to: 

1.  Allow  the  City  Council  and  the  Planning  Commission  of  the 
City  of  Romulus  to  regulate  and  restrict  wireless  communication 
facilities  and  services  as  a  permitted,  special,  or  prohibited  land 
use; 

2.  Allow  the  City  Council  of  the  City  of  Romulus  to  establish  dis¬ 
tricts  of  the  number,  shape,  and  area  considered  best  for  the  loca¬ 
tion  of  wireless  communication  facilities  and  services  as  permit¬ 
ted  or  special  land  uses,  subject  to  conformance  with  applicable 
standards  and  conditions,  and  to  establish  districts  of  the  number, 
shape,  and  area  within  which  wireless  communication  facilities 
and  services  are  a  prohibited  land  use; 

3.  Provide  for  regulations  within  those  established  districts  which 
may  be  imposed  designating  the  uses  for  which  wireless  commu¬ 
nication  facilities  and  services  shall  or  shall  not  be  erected  or  al¬ 
tered,  permitted  or  excluded,  or  subjected  to  special  regulations; 

4.  Ensure  that  wireless  communication  facilities  and  services  are 
situated  in  appropriate  locations  and  have  appropriate  relation¬ 
ships  to  other  land  uses,  structures,  and  buildings,  and  to  limit  in¬ 
appropriate  physical  and  aesthetic  overcrowding  of  land  activities 
with  adverse  impacts  upon  existing  population,  transportation 
systems,  and  other  public  service  and  facility  needs  from  wireless 
communication  facilities  and  services  by  regulating  and  limiting 
the  establishment,  placement  and  manner  of  wireless  communi¬ 
cation  facilities; 

5.  Allow  the  City  Council  of  the  City  of  Romulus  to  provide  by 
ordinance  for  the  manner  in  which  such  districts,  regulations,  and 
limitations  shall  be  determined  and  enforced  or  amended,  supple¬ 
mented,  or  changed; 

6.  Facilitate  adequate  arid  efficient  provision' of  sites  for  wireless 
communication  facilities  and  services; 

7.  Promote  the  public  health,  safety,  and  welfare; 

8.  Provide  for  adequate  information  about  private  plans  for  such 
wireless  communication  facilities  and  services  to  allow  the  City 
of  Romulus  to  efficiently  plan  their  location; 

9.  Limit  and  reduce  the  overall  number  of  newly  established  loca¬ 
tions  for  wireless  communication  facilities  and  wireless  commu¬ 
nication  support  structures  within  the  City,  and  encourage  the  use 
of  existing  structures  for  attached  wireless  communication  facili¬ 
ties  where  technically  feasible  through  the  use  of  colocation.  Each 
licensed  provider  of  a  wireless  communication  facility  must,  by 
law,  be  permitted  to  locate  sufficient  facilities  in  order  to  achieve 
the  objectives  promulgated  by  the  United  States  Congress.  How¬ 
ever,  particularly  in  light  of  the  dramatic  increase  in  the  number  of 
wireless  communication  facilities  reasonably  anticipated  to  occur 
as  a  result  of  the  change  of  federal  law  and  policy  in  and  relating 
to  the  Federal  Telecommunications  Act  of  1996,  it  is  the  policy  of 
the  City  of  Romulus  that  all  users  should  colocate  on  attached 
wireless  communication  facilities  and  wireless  communication 
support  structures  in  the  interest  of  achieving  the  purposes  and  in¬ 
tent  of  this  Ordinance; 

10.  Minimize  the  adverse  impacts  of  technological  obsolescence 
of  such  wireless  communication  facilities  and  services,  including 
a  requirement  to  remove  and/or  convert  unused  and/or  unneces¬ 
sary  facilities  in  a  timely  manner, 

11.  Minimize  the  adverse  impacts  from  the  presence  of  relatively 
tall  towers  having  low  architectural  and  other  aesthetic  appeal  to 
most  persons,  recognizing  that  the  absence  of  regulation  would 
result  in  a  material  impediment  to  the  maintenance  and  promo¬ 
tion  of  property  values,  and  further  recognizing  that  this  econom¬ 
ic  component  is  an  important  part  of  the  public  health,  safety  and 
welfare.  The  City  of  Romulus  finds  that  the  presence  of  numer¬ 
ous  tower  structures,  particularly  if  located  within  residential  ar¬ 
eas,  would  decrease  the  attractiveness  and  destroy  the  character 
and  integrity  of  the  community,  which  would  in  turn  have  a  nega¬ 
tive  impact  upon  property  values; 

12.  Minimize  visual  pollution  of  the  public  view  and  view  sheds; 

13.  Minimize  the  negative  visual  impacts  of  wireless  communi¬ 
cation  facilities  and  services  on  neighborhoods,  community  land¬ 
marks,  historic  sites  and  buildings,  natural  beauty  areas,  and  pub¬ 
lic  rights-of-way.  This  contemplates  the  establishment  and  use  of 
as  few  structures  as  reasonably  feasible,  and  the  use  of  structures 
which  are  designed  for  compatibility  including  the  avoidance  of 
lattice  structures  that  are  unnecessary,  taking  into  consideration 
the  purposes  and  intents  of  this  Ordinance; 

14.  Recognize  that  the  public  view  and  the  view  from  sites  and 
buildings  is  a  major  economic  component  of  a  property’s  value; 

15.  Recognize  that  operation  of  a  wireless  communication  system 
may  require  the  establishment  of  facilities  in  locations  not  within 
the  predetermined  zoning  districts.  In  such  cases,  it  has  been  de¬ 
termined  that  it  is  likely  that  there  will  be  greater  adverse  impact 
upon  neighborhoods  and  areas  within  the  City.  Consequently, 
more  stringent  standards  and  conditions  should  apply  to  the  re¬ 
view,  approval  and  use  of  such  facilities; 

16.  Provide  for  the  submission  of  as-built  drawings  to  the  City  of 
Romulus  with  clearly  identified  and  certified  capacity  for  coloca¬ 
tion  and  addition  of  equipment  to  facilitate  the  planning  and  ad¬ 
ministration  of  wireless  communication  facilities  and  services; 

17.  Provide  for  the  submission  of  adequate  cost,  price  and  market 
information  to  permit  administration  of  colocation;  and 

18.  Permit  the  City  of  Romulus  to  develop  community- wide 
plans  for  such  wireless  communication  facilities  and  services. 


Section  2.  Definitions 


The  following  terms  and  definitions  are  hereby  added  to  Article 
II,  Definitions,  Section  2.02,  Definitions,  of  the  Zoning  Ordinance 
of  the  City  of  Romulus,  and  shall  read  as  follows: 


Attached  Wireless  Communication  Facility  (Antennae):  Any  wireless  communication 
*****  ^  J  fo  an  existing  structure,  such  as  a  building,  tower;  water  tank,  utility 


pole,  etc.,  utilized  to  receive  and  transmit  federally  or  state  licensed  communications 
services  via  dually  licensed  segments  of  the  radio  frequency  spectrum.  This  definition 
shall  not  include  support  structures. 

Wireless  Communication  Facility:  All  facilities,  structural,  at¬ 
tached,  accessory  or  otherwise,  related  to  the  use  of  the  radio  fre¬ 
quency  spectrum  for  the  purposes  of  transmitting  or  receiving  ra¬ 
dio  signals  and  may  include,  but  is  not  limited  to,  radio  and  televi¬ 
sion  towers,  telephone  devises  and  exchanges,  microwave  relay 
towers,  telephone  transmission  equipment  buildings,  and  com¬ 
mercial  mobile  radio  service  facilities.  Not  included  within  this 
definition  are:  citizen  band  radio  facilities,  short  wave  facilities, 
ham  and  amateur  radio  facilities,  television  reception  antennae, 
satellite  dishes,  and  governmental  facilities  which  are  subject  to 
state  and  federal  law  or  regulations  that  preempt  municipal  regu¬ 
latory  authority.  A  wireless  communication  facility  shall  not  be 
included  under  the  existing  definition  of  “essential  services.” 
Wireless  Communication  Facility  -  Colocation:  The  location  by 
two  (2)  or  more  wireless  communications  providers,  public  au¬ 
thority  or  other  dually  authorized  party  of  wireless  communica¬ 
tions  facilities  on  a  common  structure,  tower  or  building,  in  a 
manner  that  reduces  the  overall  need  for  additional  or  multiple 
freestanding  single  use  communications  facilities  and/or  support 
structures  within  the  City  of  Romulus. 

Wireless  Communication  Support  Structure  (Tower):  Any  wire¬ 
less  communication  facility  erected  or  modified  to  support  at¬ 
tached  wireless  communication  facilities,  or  other  antennae  or  fa¬ 
cilities,  including  supporting  lines,  cables,  wires,  braces  and  masts 
intended  primarily  for  the  purpose  of  mounting  an  attached  wire¬ 
less  communication  facility  or  similar  apparatus  above  grade. 
This  includes,  but  is  not  limited  to,  any  ground  or  roof-mounted 
pole,  monopole,  lattice  tower,  light  pole,  utility  pole,  wood  pole, 
guy  wired  tower,  spire,  other  similar  structure  or  combination 
thereof,  or  other  structures  which  appear  to  be  something  other 
than  a  mere  support  structure. 

Section  4:  Wireless  Communication  Facilities  and  Services 

Section  4.11,  Commercial  Television,  Radio,  Public  Utility,  and 
Microwave  Towers,  of  Article  IV,  General  Provisions,,  of  the 
Zoning  Ordinance  of  the  City  of  Romulus,  is  hereby  repealed  in 
its  entirety  and  replaced  with  Section  4.11,  Wireless  Communica¬ 
tion  Facilities  and  Services,  and  shall  read  as  follows: 

Section  4. 1 1  Wireless  Communication  Facilities  and  Services 
A.  In  the  following  circumstances,  a  proposal  to  establish  a  new 
wireless  communication  facility  shall  be  deemed  a  principal  per¬ 
mitted  use,  subject  to  site  plan  review  and  the  conditions  set  forth 
in  subparagraph  (D)  below,  and  if  approved,  constructed  and 
maintained  in  accordance  with  the  standards  and  conditions  of 
this  Sectioa 

1.  Attached  wireless  communication  facilities  within  all  RMH, 
RC,  CM,  O-R,  C-l,  C-2,  C-3,  BT,  M-l,  MT-1,  M-2,  MT-2,  and 
AP  districts  only,  where  the  existing  structure  is  not,  in  the  deter¬ 
mination  of  the  Planning  Commission,  proposed  to  be  either  ma¬ 
terially  altered  or  materially  changed  in  appearance. 

2.  Colocation  of  an  attached  wireless  communication  facility 
which  has  been  pre-approved  for  such  colocation  as  part  of  an 
earlier  approval  by  the  Planning  Commissioa 

3.  Attached  wireless  communication  facilities  consisting  of  a  utili¬ 
ty  pole  located  within  a  public  right-of-way,  where  the  existing 
pole  is  not  proposed  to  be  modified  in  a  manner  which,  in  the  de¬ 
termination  of  the  Planning  Commission,  would  materially  alter 
the  structure  and/or  result  in  an  impairment  of  sight  lines  or  other 
safety  interests. 

■  It  4.  Mondpole  wireless  communication  support  structures  in  RC, 
O-  R,  C-2,  C-3,  M-l,  MT-1,  M-2,  MT-2,  and  AP  districts  only. 

5.  All  wireless  communication  support  structures  upon  munici¬ 
pally  owned  sites  in  RC,  O-R,  C-2,  C-3,  M- 1 ,  MT- 1 ,  M-2,  MT-2, 
and  AP  districts  only. 

6.  All  wireless  communication  support  structures  established 
within  a  public  right-of-way  having  an  existing  width  of  more 
than  two  hundred  four  (204)  feet 

b.  wireless  communication  support  structures  upon  non-munici- 
pally  owned  sites  are  permitted  as  a  special  approval  use  only  up¬ 
on  site  plan  review  approval,  subject  to  the  conditioas  hereinafter 
imposed  in  subparagraph  (D)  below,  and  subject  further  to  the 
special  approval  procedures  of  Article  XXVTI,  in  all  RC,  O-R,  C- 
2,  C-3,  M-l,  MT-1,  M-2,  MT-2,  and  AP  districts  only,  and  if  ap¬ 
proved,  constructed  and  maintained  in  accordance  with  the  stan¬ 
dards  and  conditions  of  this  Section. 

C.  If  it  is  demonstrated  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Planning  Com¬ 
mission  by  an  applicant  that  a  wireless  communication  facility 
may  not  reasonably  be  established  as  a  principal  permitted  use 
under  subparagraph  (A)  above,  or  as  a  special  approval  use  under 
subparagraph  (B)  above,  and  is  required  to  be  established  outside 
of  a  district  identified  in  subparagraphs  (A)  and  (B)  above,  in  or¬ 
der  to  operate  a  wireless  communication  service,  then  wireless 
communication  facilities  may  be  permitted  elsewhere  in  the  City 
of  Romulus  by  special  use  approval  only  subject  to  the  require¬ 
ments  of  set  forth  in  subparagraph  (D),  and  subject  further  to  the 
special  approval  procedures  of  Article  XXVII,  and  if  approved, 
constructed  and  maintained  in  accordance  with  the  standards  and 
conditions  of  this  Section,  and  also  subject  to  the  following  crite¬ 
ria  and  standards: 

1.  At  the  time  of  the  submittal,  the  applicant  shall  demonstrate 
that  a  location  within  an  allowable  district  cannot  reasonably  meet 
the  coverage  and/or  capacity  needs  of  the  applicant 

2.  Wireless  communication  facilities  shall  be  of  a  design  such  as 
(without  limitation)  a  steeple,  bell  tower,  or  other  form  which  is 
compatible  with  the  existing  character  of  the  proposed  site,  neigh¬ 
borhood,  and  general  area,  as  approved  by  the  Planning  Commis¬ 
sion,  and  shall  comply  with  the  colocation  requirements  of  sub- 
paragraph  (DX13). 

3.  In  RE,  R-1A,  R-1B,  and  R-2  districts,  and  upon  sites  within 
two  hundred  (200)  feet  of  such  districts,  site  locations  shall  be 
permitted  on  a  priority  basis  upon  the  following  sites,  subject  to 
application  of  all  other  standards  contained  within  this  Section: 

a.  Municipally  owned  sites. 

b.  Other  govemmentally  owned  sites. 

c.  Religious  or  other  institutional  sites. 

d.  Public  parks  and  other  large  permanent  open  space  areas  when 
compatible. 

e.  Public  or  private  school  sites. 

D.  General  Requirements. 

All  applications  for  wireless  communication  facilities  shall  be  re¬ 
viewed,  in  accordance  with  the  following  standards  and  condi¬ 
tions,  and  if  approved,  shall  be  constructed  and  maintained  in  ac¬ 
cordance  with  such  standards  and  conditions.  In  addition,  if  a  fa¬ 
cility  is  approved,  it  shall  be  constructed  and  maintained  with  any 
additional  conditions  imposed  by  the  Planning  Commission  at  its 
discretion. 

1.  All  applications  for  the  required  permit  to  place,  construct  or 
modify  any  part  or  component  of  a  wireless  communication  facil¬ 
ity  shall  include  the  following: 

a.  A  site  plan  prepared  in  accordance  with  Section  4.04,  showing 
the  location,  size,  screening  and  design  of  all  buildings  and  struc¬ 
tures,  including  fences,  and  the  location  and  size  of  outdoor 
equipment,  and  the  location,  number,  and  species  of  proposed 
landscaping,  and  as-built  drawings  for  all  proposed  attached  wire¬ 
less  communication  facilities  and/or  wireless  communication 
support  structures. 

b.  A  disclosure  of  what  is  proposed,  demonstrating  the  need  for 
the  proposed  wireless  communication  support  structure  to  be  lo¬ 
cated  as  proposed  based  upon  the  presence  of  one  or  more  of  the 
following  factors: 


1) .  Proximity  to  an  interstate  highway  or  major  thoroughfare. 

2) .  Areas  of  population  concentration. 

3) .  Concentration  of  commercial,  industrial,  and/or  other  busi¬ 
ness  centers. 

4) .  Areas  where  signal  interference  has  occurred  due  to  tall 
buildings,  masses  of  trees,  or  other  obstructions. 

5) .  Topography  of  the  proposed  facility  location  in  relation  to 
other  facilities  within  which  the  proposed  facility  is  to  operate. 

6) .  Other  specifically  identified  reason(s)  creating  need  for  the 
facility. 

c.  The  reason  or  purpose  for  the  placement,  construction  or 
modification  with  specific  reference  to  the  provider’s  cover¬ 
age,  capacity  and/or  quality  needs,  goals  and  objectives. 

d.  The  existing  form  of  technology  being  used  and  any 
changes  proposed  to  that  technology. 

e.  As  applicable,  the  planned  or  proposed  and  existing  service 
area  of  the  facility  and  the  attached  wireless  communication 
facility,  and  wireless  communication  support  structure  height 
and  type,  and  signal  power  expressed  in  ERP  upon  which  the 
service  area  has  been  planned 

f.  The  nature  and  extent  of  the  provider/applicant’s  ownership 
or  lease  interest  in  the  property,  building  or  structure  upon 
which  facilities  are  proposed  for  placement,  construction  or 
modification. 

g.  The  identity  and  address  of  all  owners  and  other  persons 
with  a  real  property  interest  in  the  property,  building,  or  struc¬ 
ture  upon  which  facilities  are  proposed  for  placement,  con¬ 
struction  or  modification. 

h.  A  map  showing  existing  and  known  proposed  wireless 
communication  facilities  within  the  City  of  Romulus,  and  fur¬ 
ther  showing  existing  and  known  proposed  wireless  commu¬ 
nication  facilities  within  areas  sunrounding  the  borders  of  the 
City  in  the  location,  and  in  the  area,  which  are  relevant  in 
terms  of  potential  colocation  or  in  demonstrating  the  need  for 
the  proposed  facility.  The  map  shall  also  show  existing  build¬ 
ings  and/or  other  structures  of  the  same  approximate  height 
within  a  one-half  (Vi)  mile  radius  of  the  proposed  site  which 
could  accommodate  a  feasible  colocation  of  the  applicant’s 
proposed  attached  wireless  communication  facility. 

If  and  to  the  extent  the  information  in  question  is  on  file  with 
the  City,  the  applicant  shall  be  required  only  to  update  as  need¬ 
ed  Any  such  information  which  is  trade  secret  and/or  other 
confidential  commercial  information  which,  if  released  would 
result  in  commercial  disadvantage  to  the  applicant,  may  be 
submitted  with  a  request  for  confidentiality  in  connection  with 
the  development  of  governmental  policy.  MCL  15243(lXg). 
This  ordinance  shall  serve  as  the  promise  to  maintain  confi¬ 
dentiality  to  the  extent  permitted  by  law.  The  request  for  confi¬ 
dentiality  must  be  prominently  stated  in  order  to  bring  it  to  the 
attention  of  the  City. 

L  For  each  location  identified  on  the  applicant/provider’s  sur¬ 
vey  maps  and  drawings,  the  application  shall  include  the  fol¬ 
lowing  information,  if  known,  with  the  applicant/provider  ex¬ 
pected  to  exercise  reasonable  due  diligence  in  attempting  to 
obtain  information  through  lawful  means  prior  to  application: 

1) .  The  structural  capacity  and  whether  it  can  accommodate 
the  applicant’s  facility,  as  proposed  or  modified 

2) .  Whether  property  owner  approvals  exist  or  have  been  re¬ 
quested  and  obtained 

3) .  Whether  the  location  could  be  used  by  the 
applicant/provider  for  placement  of  its  attached  wireless  com¬ 
munication  facility,  or  if  not,  a  disclosure  of  the  technological 

-nitAj  mo  considerations^  volved,  witfr  specific  reference  to  how  use  of 
the  location  would  prohibit  the  applicant/provider  from  pro¬ 
viding  wireless  communication  services, 
j.  A  certification  by  a  State  of  Michigan  licensed  and  regis¬ 
tered  professional  engineer  regarding  the  manner  in  which  the 
proposed  structure  will  fall.  The  certification  will  be  utilized 
along  with  other  criteria  such  as  applicable  regulations  for  the 
district  in  question,  in  determining  appropriate  setbacks  to  be 
required  tor  the  structure  and  other  tacuiucs. 
le  A  description  of  the  security  to  be  posted  at  the  time  of  re¬ 
ceiving  a  building  permit  for  the  wireless  telecommunication 
support  structure  to  ensure  removal  of  the  structure  when  it 
has  been  abandoned  or  is  no  longer  needed  as  provided  in 
subparagraph  (DX 16)  below.  The  security  shall,  at  the  election 
of  the  applicant,  be  in  the  form  of  cash,  surety  bond  letter  of 
credit,  or  an  agreement  in  a  form  approved  by  the  City  Attor¬ 
ney  and  recordable  at  the  office  of  the  Wayne  County  Register 
of  Deeds,  a  promise  of  the  applicant  and  owner  of  the  proper¬ 
ty  to  remove  the  facility  in  a  timely  manner  as  required  under 
this  Section,  with  the  further  provision  that  the  applicant  and 
owner  shall  be  responsible  for  the  payment  of  any  costs  and 
attorney’s  fees  incurred  by  the  City  in  securing  removal 

1.  The  site  plan  shall  include  a  landscape  plan  where  the  wire¬ 
less  communication  support  structure  is  being  placed  at  a  lo¬ 
cation  which  is  not  otherwise  part  of  another  site  plan  with 
landscaping  requirements.  The  puipose  of  landscaping  is  to 
provide  screening  for  the  wireless  communication  support 
structure  base,  accessory  buildings  and  enclosures.  In  all  cases 
there  shall  be  fencing  of  at  least  six  (6)  feet  in  height,  which  is 
required  for  the  protection  of  the  tower. 

m.  Evidence  of  site  plan  approval  from  the  Federal  Aviation 
Administration,  if  required  due  to  a  site’s  proximity  to  the  De¬ 
troit  Metropolitan  Wayne  County  Airport,  or  evidence  that 
such  approval  is  not  required 

n.  The  name,  address  and  telephone  number  of  the  person  to 
contact  for  engineering,  maintenance  and  other  notice  purpos¬ 
es.  This  information  shall  be  continuously  updated  during  all 
times  the  facility  is  on  the  premises. 

2.  The  wireless  communication  support  structure  shall  not  be 
injurious  to  the  neighborhood  or  otherwise  detrimental  to  the 
public  safety  and  welfare.  The  wireless  communication  sup¬ 
port  structure  shall  be  located  and  designed  to  be  harmonious 
with  the  surrounding  areas,  and  to  be  aesthetically  and  archi¬ 
tecturally  compatible  with  the  natural  environment,  as  well  as 
the  environment  as  altered  by  development 

3.  The  maximum  height  of  all  new  or  modified  attached  wire¬ 
less  communication  facilities  and  wireless  communication 
support  structures  shall  be  one  hundred  seventy-five  (175) 
feet  or  such  lower  maximum  heights  as  approved  and/or  al¬ 
lowed  by  the  Federal  Aviation  Administration  under  CFR  14 
Part  77.  The  accessory  building  contemplated  to  enclose  such 
things  as  switching  equipment  shall  be  limited  to  the  maxi¬ 
mum  height  for  accessory  structures  within  the  respective  dis¬ 
trict 

4.  The  setback  of  a  monopole  wireless  communication  sup¬ 
port  structure  from  any  lot  line  shall  be  in  accordance  with  the 
required  setbacks  for  main  or  principal  buildings  as  provided 
in  the  schedule  of  regulations  for  the  zoning  district  in  which 
the  monopole  is  located.  The  setback  of  all  other  wireless 
communication  support  structures  from  any  lot  line  shall  be 
no  less  than  the  height  of  the  structure,  unless  it  can  be  demon¬ 
strated  and  certified  by  a  registered  professional  engineer,  to 
the  satisfaction  of  the  City  Engineer,  that  the  wireless  commu¬ 
nication  support  structure  has  a  shorter  fall-zone  distance. 

5.  Where  the  wireless  communication  support  structure  abuts 
a  parcel  of  land  zoned  for  other  than  residential  purposes,  the 
minimum  setback  of  the  wireless  communication  support 
structure  and  accessory  structures  shall  be  in  accordance  with 
the  required  setbacks  for  the  main  or  principal  buildings  as 
provided  in  the  schedule  of  regulations  for  the  zoning  district

6.  There  shall  be  an  unobstructed  access  to  the  wireless  commu¬ 
nication  support  structure,  for  operation,  maintenance,  repair  and 
inspection  purposes,  which  may  be  provided  through  an  ease¬ 
ment.  This  access  shall  have  a  width  and  location  determined  by 
such  factors  as:  the  location  of  adjacent  thoroughfares  and  traffic 
circulation  within  the  site;  utilities  needed  to  service  the  wireless 
communication  support  structure  and  any  attendant  facilities;  the 
location  of  buildings  and  parking  facilities;  proximity  to  residen¬ 
tial  districts  and  minimizing  disturbance  to  the  natural  landscape; 
and  the  type  of  equipment  which  will  need  to  access  the  site. 

7.  The  division  of  property  for  the  purposes  of  locating  a  wireless 
communication  support  structure  is  prohibited  unless  all  zoning 
requirements  and  conditions  are  met 

8.  The  Zoning  Board  of  Appeals  may  grant  variances  only  for  the 
setback  requirements  of  a  wireless  communication  support  struc¬ 
ture,  provided  that  the  proposed  location  will  reduce  its  visual  im¬ 
pact  on  the  surrounding  area,  for  the  maximum  height  require¬ 
ment,  and  for  the  colocation  requirements  of  subparagraph 
(D)(14). 

9.  Where  a  wireless  communication  facility  is  proposed  on  the 
roof  of  a  building,  if  the  equipment  enclosure  is  proposed  as  a 
roof  appliance  or  penthouse  on  the  building,  it  shall  be  designed, 
constructed  and  maintained  to  be  architecturally  compatible  with 
the  principal  building.  The  equipment  enclosure  may  be  located 
within  the  principal  building  or  may  be  an  accessory  building, 
provided  that  an  accessory  building  conforms  with  all  district  re¬ 
quirements  for  accessory  buildings,  including  yard  setbacks  and 
building  height- 

10.  The  Planning  Commission  shall,  with  respect  to  the  color  of 
the  wireless  communication  support  structure  and  all  accessory 
buildings,  review  and  approve  so  as  to  minimize  distraction,  re- 

i<  >  ^jj  ,duce  visibility, maxii^  com¬ 

patibility  with  sunuundings.  It  shall  be  the  responsibility  of  the 
applicant  to  maintain  the  wireless  communication  facility  in  a 
neat  and  orderiy  condition. 

1 1 .  Wireless  communication  support  structures  shall  be  construct¬ 
ed  in  accordance  with  all  applicable  building  codes  and  shall  in¬ 
clude  the  submission  of  a  professional  soils  report  from  a  geot¬ 
echnical  engineer  licensed  in  the  State  of  Michigan.  This  soils  re¬ 
port  shall  include  soil  borings  and  statements  confirming  the  suit¬ 
ability  of  soil  conditions  for  the  proposed  use.  The  requirements 
of  the  Federal  Aviation  Administration,  Federal  Communication 
Commission,  and  Michigan  Aeronautics  Commission  shall  be 
noted 

12.  A  maintenance  plan,  and  any  applicable  maintenance  agree¬ 
ment,  shall  be  presented  as  part  of  the  site  plan  for  the  proposed 
facility.  Such  plan  shall  be  designed  to  ensure  the  long  term,  con¬ 
tinuous  maintenance  to  a  reasonably  prudent  standard. 

13.  If  a  provider  fails  or  refuses  to  permit  colocation  on  a  facility 
owned  or  otherwise  controlled  by  it,  where  colocation  is  feasible, 
the  result  will  be  that  a  new  and  unnecessary  additional  structure 
will  be  compelled,  in  direct  violation  of  and  in  direct  contradiction 
to  the  basic  policy,  intent  and  purpose  of  the  City  of  Romulus. 
The  provisions  of  this  subsection  are  designed  to  carry  out  and 
encourage  conformity  with  the  policy  of  the  City. 

Any  proposed  commercial  wireless  communication  support 
structures  shall  be  designed,  structurally,  electrically,  and  in  all  re¬ 
spects,  to  accommodate  both  the  applicant’s  attached  wireless 
communication  facility  and  comparable  attached  wireless  com¬ 
munication  facilities  for  additional  users.  Wireless  communica¬ 
tion  support  structures  must  be  designed  to  allow  for  future  re¬ 
arrangement  of  attached  wireless  communication  facilities  upon 
the  wireless  communication  support  structure  and  to  accept  at¬ 
tached  wireless  communication  facilities  mounted  at  varying 
heights. 

A  proposal  for  a  new  wireless  communication  support  structure 
shall  not  be  approved  unless  and  until  it  can  be  documented  by 
the  applicant  that  the  communications  equipment  planned  for  the 
proposed  wireless  communication  support  structure  cannot  be 
feasibly  colocated  and  accommodated  on  an  existing  or  approved 
wireless  communication  support  structure  or  other  existing  struc¬ 
ture  due  to  one  or  more  of  the  following  reasons: 
a  The  planned  equipment  would  exceed  the  structural  capacity  of 
the  existing  or  approved  wireless  communication  support  struc¬ 
ture  or  building,  as  documented  by  a  qualified  and  licensed  pro¬ 
fessional  engineer,  and  the  existing  or  approved  wireless  commu¬ 
nication  support  structure  cannot  be  reinforced,  modified,  or  re¬ 
placed  to  accommodate  planned  or  equivalent  equipment 

b.  The  planned  equipment  would  cause  interference  materially 
impacting  the  usability  of  other  existing  or  planned  equipment  at 
the  wireless  communication  support  structure  or  other  existing 
structure  as  documented  by  a  qualified  and  licensed  professional 
engineer  and  the  interference  cannot  be  prevented  by  any  other 
means. 

c.  Existing  or  approved  wireless  communication  support  struc¬ 
tures  and  buildings  within  the  search  radius  cannot  accommodate 
the  planned  equipment  at  a  height  necessary  for  the  coverage  area 
and  capacity  needs  to  reasonably  function  as  documented  by  a 
qualified  and  licensed  professional  engineer. 

d.  Other  unforeseen  reasons  that  make  it  infeasible  to  locate  the 
planned  communications  equipment  upon  an  existing  wireless 
communication  support  structure  or  building. 

Colocation  shall  be  deemed  to  be  ‘feasible”  for  the  purposes  of 
this  Section  where  all  of  the  following  are  met: 

e.  The  wireless  communication  provider  entity  under  considera¬ 
tion  for  colocation  will  undertake  to  pay  market  rent  or  other  mar¬ 
ket  compensation  for  colocation. 

f.  The  site  on  which  colocation  is  being  considered,  taking  into 
consideration  reasonable  modification  or  replacement  of  a  facility 
is  able  to  provide  structural  support 

g.  The  colocation  being  considered  is  technologically  reasonable, 
e.g.,  the  colocation  will  not  result  in  unreasonable  interference, 


given  appropriate  physical  and  other  adjustments  in  relation  to  the 
structure,  antennae,  and  the  like. 

h.  The  height  of  the  structure  necessary  for  colocation  will  not  be 
increased  beyond  a  point  deemed  to  be  permissible  by  the  City 
taking  into  consideration  the  several  standards  contained  within 
this  Section. 

14.  If  a  party  who  owns  or  otherwise  controls  a  wireless  'elecom- 
mum cation  support  structure  shall  fail  or  refuse  to  alter  a  structure 
so  as  to  accommodate  a  proposed  and  otherwise  feasible  coloca¬ 
tion,  such  facility  shall  thereupon  and  thereafter  be  deemed  to  be 
a  nonconforming  structure  and  use,  and  shall  not  be  altered,  ex¬ 
panded  or  extended  in  any  respect 

If  a  party  who  owns  or  otherwise  controls  a  wireless  telecommu¬ 
nication  facility  shall  fail  or  refuse  to  permit  a  feasible  colocation, 
and  this  requires  the  construction  and/or  use  of  a  new  wireless 
communication  support  structure,  the  party  failing  or  refusing  to 
permit  a  feasible  colocation  shall  be  deemed  to  be  in  direct  viola¬ 
tion  and  contradiction  of  the  policy,  intent  and  purpose  of  this 
Section  of  the  Zoning  Ordinance,  and,  consequently  such  party 
shall  take  responsibility  for  the  violation  and  be  subject  to  any  and 
all  penalties  applicable  to  a  violation  of  the  Zoning  Ordinance, 
and  shall  also  be  prohibited  from  receiving  approval  for  a  new 
wireless  communication  support  structure  within  the  City  of  Ro¬ 
mulus  for  a  period  of  five  (5)  years  from  the  date  of  the  failure  or 
refusal  to  permit  the  colocation. 

Such  a  party  may  seek  and  obtain  a  variance  from  the  Zoning 
Board  of  Appeals  if  and  to  the  limited  extent  the  applicant 
demonstrates  entitlement  to  variance  relief  which,  in  this  context, 
shall  mean  a  demonstration  that  enforcement  of  the  five  (5)  year 
prohibition  would  unreasonably  discriminate  among  providers  of 
functionally  equivalent  wireless  communication  services,  or  that 
such  enforcement  would  have  the  effect  of  prohibiting  the  provi¬ 
sion  of  personal  wireless  communication  service. 

15.  Review  of  an  application  for  colocation,  and  review  of  an  ap¬ 
plication  for  a  permit  for  use  of  a  facility  permitted  under  subpara- 

Dfl  ni  ^  graph  (A)(2),  above;  shall  be^xpedited  by  ffie City  bf  Romulus. 

16.  When  a  wireless  communications  facility  has  not  been  used 
for  one  hundred  eighty  ( 1 80)  days  or  more,  or  six  (6)  months  after 
new  technology  is  available  which  permits  the  operation  of  a 
wireless  communication  facility  without  the  requirement  of  a 
wireless  communication  support  structure,  the  entire  wireless 
communications  facility  or  that  portion  of  a  wireless  communica¬ 
tions  facility  made  obsolete  by  the  new  technology,  shall  be  re¬ 
moved  by  the  users  and/or  owners  of  the  wireless  communica¬ 
tions  facility.  For  the  purposes  of  this  Section,  the  removal  of  an¬ 
tennae  or  other  equipment  from  the  facility,  or  the  cessation  of  op¬ 
erations  (transmission  and/or  reception  of  radio  signals)  shall  be 
considered  as  the  beginning  of  a  period  of  nonuse.  The 
situation(s)  in  which  removal  of  a  wireless  communications  facil¬ 
ity  is  required  may  be  applied  and  limited  to  a  portion  of  the  facil¬ 
ity 

a  Upon  the  occurrence  of  one  or  more  of  the  events  requiring  re¬ 
moval,  the  property  owner  or  persons  who  had  used  the  wireless 
communications  facility  shall  immediately  apply  for  and  secure 
the  application  for  any  required  demolition  or  removal  permits, 
and  immediately  proceed  with  and  complete  the  demolition  /  re¬ 
moval,  restoring  the  condition  which  existed  prior  to  the  construc¬ 
tion  of  the  wireless  communications  facility, 
b.  If  the  required  removal  of  the  wireless  communications  facility 
or  a  portion  thereof  has  not  been  lawfully  completed  within  sixty 
(60)  days  of  the  applicable  deadline,  and  after  at  least  thirty  (30) 
days  written  notice,  the  City  may  remove  or  secure  the  removal 
of  the  facility  or  required  portions  thereof,  with  its  actual  costs  and 
reasonable  administrative  charges  to  be  drawn  or  collected  and/or 
enforced  from  or  under  the  security  posted  at  the  time  application 
was  made  for  establishing  the  wireless  communications  facility. 

17.  Wireless  communication  facilities  shall  comply  with  applica¬ 
ble  federal  and  state  standards  relative  to  the  environmental  ef¬ 
fects  of  radio  frequency  emissions. 

Section  5.  Conflicting  Provisions  Repealed:  Should  any  section,  clause  or 

provision  of  this  ordinance  be  declared  by  the  Court  to  be  invalid, 
the  same  shall  not  affect  the  validity  of  this  ordinance  as  a  whole 
or  any  part  thereof,  other  than  the  part  so  declared  to  be  invalid 

Section  6.  Severability

New  law  opens  list  of  j 
sex  offenders  to  public!

While  Romulus  Police  have 
not  yet  received  sex  offender 
violation  notices  from  the 
Michigan  State  Police  on  local 
residents,  Police  Chief  Charles 
(Chuck)  Kirby  revealed  Tues¬ 
day  that  “we  will  follow  the 
new  law.” 

According  to  the  state  law 
police  are  now  required  to  re¬ 
lease  names  of  convicted  sex 
offenders  to  local  residents. 

The  lists  will  include  the  of¬ 
fender’s  name,  address,  date  of 
birth,  the  charges  he  or  she 
were  convicted  of  or  plead 
guilty  to,  as  well  as  a  physical 
description  of  the  person. 

Some  of  the  information 
from  the  state  police  has  been 
delayed  from  reaching  local 
police  departments,  because  a 
challenge  had  been  filed  in 
the  courts  to  block  such  distri¬ 
bution. 

But  U.S.  District  Judge 


David  McKeague  has  ruled  ; 
that  such  action  is  not  “cruel  i 
and  unusual  punishment.” 

Thus  past  sex  offenders  are  J 
now  under  law  to  register  their  < 
new  residences  within  10  days  ! 
of  a  move,  but  no  one  is  sure  J 
yet  whether  that  will  be  < 
strictly  followed  by  such  of-  ! 
fenders. 

Those  who  do  not  file  will  * 
be  open  to  four  year  felony  I 
charges. 

Kirby  said  he  has  not  seen  ] 
an  official  set  of  guidelines  yet  J 
connected  with  the  law,  but  J 
feels  the  law  was  created  to  < 
help  protect  local  neighbor-  \ 
hoods  and  cities. 

Kirby  said  he  is  sure  that  re-  ■ 
corded  offenders  on  the  other  ' 
hand  believe  that  the  new  law  ; 
will  be  a  negative  factor  in  ; 
their  lives. 

Never-the-less,  Kirby  said,  j 
Romulus  Police  will  follow  the  : 
state  law  and  its  guidelines  as 
soon  as  it  receives  the  needed 
printed  materials.
